This beautiful series of woodcuts which is of equal beauty with 
the other works of the Maximilian Series—Tewrdannckh, Weiss 
linnig, etc.—is of the greatest rarity. In fact, except for the 
occasional occurrence of single impressions of the woodcuts, the work 
was entirely unknown until Bartsch discovered at the end of the 
18th century in Vienna, the original woodblocks. These he brought 
together and issued them in 1799 in a well-known volume under the 
French title quoted above. In the preface to this work he says: 

“ lies Images repr&ent6es dans ces planches ont etc gravies par 
les ordres et aux depens de PEmpereur Maximilien I, dans le terns oil 
Von commen^oit a cnltiver l*£tnde de l'histoire, et ou par le defaut 
d*ane critique judicieuse on etoit encore 61oigne, d’en ecarter les fables 
et les erreurs.

morts en odenr de sainted, sans que les Pontifes Romains lenr aiont 
aecorde les bonnenrs du culte universel.

Les planches qni le 
composent, ayant 6te gravees dans les annees 1517 efc 1518, il est 
naturcl d’imaginer qn’on en a suspendu la continuation en 1519, peut- 
&tre pour que les artistes qui en etoient charges, fussent employes 
a d’autres ouvrages de ce genre, que TEmpereur avoit entrepris dans ce 
meme terns, et dont, comme on sait, il a pousse le travail jusqu’a 
l’^poque de sa mort.” 

Recent research has shewn that although a few of these woodcuts 
were issued separately with the names of the saints printed beneath 
them in type, the present form was the first collective issue of the 
entire series. 

It consists of 124 leaves, sig A to X 4 in sixes. (The first four 
leaves to each sheet have signatures, except A- which is so marked 
and E 5 misprinted F v No title is known.) A descriptive heading 
of from two to five lines is printed above each woodcut. Thirty-six 
of the leaves are unprovided with cuts and contain the headings only— 
thus revealing the original design of the work and providing room for 
the cuts that were in contemplation or at the time not available. 

Three other perfect copies and three imperfect copies of this 
edition are at present known, all, except one of the perfect copies, 
being in the Royal Library at Vienna. Two of the perfect copies 
contain the bare number of 88 woodcuts, while the third is like the 
present one inasmuch as some of the blank pages have been completed 
by the addition of their respective cuts. The added woodcuts in my 
copy are: 

Ss. Segolena, Radegundis, Landrada, Wentzeslaus, Gwido 
(Rhaton), Sigiberthus, Louis. 

The entire series of these beautiful woodcuts is unsigned, and 
although we know from the memoranda still preserved on the original 
blocks, the names of the engravers who cut the blocks, the name of 
the original designer has always been conjectural. Bartsch suggested 
the name of Hans Buromair, others those of Scheuffelin and Cranach ; 
but Herr Laschitzer, in a treatise published in the Jahrbuch des 
Kunsthistorischen Sammlungen des Kaiserhauses, 1886,1887, has brought 
forward very conclusive arguments for attributing the authorship of 
the woodcuts to Leonard Beck or Beckh. In this treatise Herr 
Laschitzer deals with this book very exhaustively from a bibliogi*aphical 
as well as an artistic standpoint. 

The volume is in its original binding, and the fact that the binder 
bound up at the end twenty-three leaves of blank paper, serves to 
shew that he understood that the book was in an unfinished state and 
that more of it might be issued.

These cuts are entirely undescribed and are in the finest condition. 

The size of the cats is: height, G5 millim.; the breadth varying from 
47 to 52 millim ., while the paper on which each is printed measures 
116 millim . x 77 millim. ; thus allowing a very ample margin to each 
cat. It is quite possible that the series originally formed one sheet, 

| the cuts being printed in rows of three. All of the cuts have one or 

two edges uncut, except one which has all the edges cut. 

An Impression in Paste (EMPREINTE EN PATE, TEIG- 
DRUCK). A beautiful impression depicting a Gothic 
screen with three divisions in which are full-length repre¬ 
sentations of SS. Dionysius (Denis), Emeran and Wolf¬ 
gang, the patron saints of Ratisbon, size 89 millim. by 77 
millim ., in extremely fine condition , pure white 

(Ratisbon, sjec. xv.) 

An extremely rare and undescribed type of this unusual method of 
printing. In fact I can find no mention of any other example in while 
paste, the few specimens of this art that have come down to us being 
either brown, black, black and gold or black and white. 

The process employed is not understood. One authority thinks 
the plate from which the impression was taken was engraved in relief, 

Passavant thought the plate was engraved in the ordinary way. But 
whichever plan was adopted, and whether wood (as I think) or metal 
was employed, the result is a design in bold relief. The composition 
of the paste used has not been determined. 

The extreme delicacy of these impressions is sufficient to account 
for their great rarity, as immediately water is applied to them to 
remove them from the card or book cover on which they have been 
preserved, the composition dissolves. Passavant, who devoted much 
attention to these curiosities, deplores the general bad condition in 
which they are fonnd, and selects for description but sixteen impres¬ 
sions. Of the one in the British Museum Dr. Wiltshire writes: “ On 
close inspection of the print in a strong light, the general forms of 
the design are capable of being made out with a little trouble.” The 
present example, although of a very delicate design, is in almost mint 
condition and extremely clear. 

The names of the saints are given beneath the figures and form 
part of the design.

Here and there, scattered through English literature daring the last three 
centuries, may be found examples of Canting Rhymes and Slang Songs which, in 
isolation, present few points of interest; bat which, as here gathered, chronologized, 
studied comparatively, and reduced to something like system, are foil of interest and 
valne. 

Two facte stand out in bold relief—(1) the vitality and creative vigour of our 
Mother Tongne, reaching out under varying, and oft-times vulgar and sordid environ¬ 
ments, to new and fresh combinations ; (2) tho fierce light shed on the social life of 
certain sections of the English people. Certainly, if ballads and songs make the 
history of a nation, they also more sorely reveal it. 

Thus Musa Pedestris , dealing as it docs with the rhymes and rhymesters of the 
road—with the Canting Crew in all its grades of hedge-priest, maunder, thief, harlot, 
and u gentleman of the road ” : in short, with all “ vagrom men *' and their associate* 

—contributes not a few curioas and valuable sidelights to the student of men and 
manners. 

Never before has such an anthology been attempted ; indeed, Musa Pedestris will 
be n surprise to many who are unaware of the existence of songs and ballads written 
in the actual patter of Cant and Slang. Ainsworth claimed that in writing “ Nix my 
doll, pals, fake away 1 ” he had done what no one else had done before him, “ written 
a purely flash song,” but he was woefully mistaken, as this volume will show. 

In point of time these effusions date, roughly speaking, from the dissolution of tho 
monasteries down to onr own days, whilst the list of the poets of the Vulgar Tongne 
contains upwards of threescore names, beginning with Copland, ranging through the 
classical writers of the Elizabethan, Restoration, and Augustan periods, down to sucli 
comparatively modern names as Byron, Moore, Maginn, Pierce Egan, Reynolds, 

Ainsworth, Bon Gualtier, and winding up with Mr. W. K. Henley, Mr. G. R. Sims, 
and Mr. Albert Chevalier the coster poet. 

Verily, a motley crowd ! Some masters of the divine art; but including others, 
it most be confessed, whose rhymes are sorrier than their verse. All, however, till some 
appropriate niche in the scheme of this volume.
